I. TN. regard of thoſe, who, at divers Times and 

in ſeveral Ages, carried away by Ambition, 
have invaded the HoLy SEE and thruſt themſelves 
illegally into the Chair of St. Peter. It deſerves a 
ſerious Conſideration, that notwithſtanding the Diſ- 
orders and Diviſions cauſed, for ſome Time, in the 
Church, by the Ambitian of Antipopes, yet the 
watchful Providence of Gop, whoſe Word endures 
for ever, ſtill maintain'd his-Church upon that Rock 
whereon he had founded her. The Schiſms and 
Diviſions, which the Pride and Ambition of "Men 
cauſed, ſerved to let the World ſee that Gov never 
would abandon his Church. How many flouriſhing- 
Kingdoms have been ruin'd by Divifions and Uſurs 
pations! How many States overturn'd and even ex- 
tinguiſh'd by. contending Parties ! And, why has 
not this happen'd to the Church? The Reaſon is 
plain; becauſe Gop is, and always will be with her. 
to the End of the World; Neither the Intrigues and. 
Cabals of Princes, nor the Ambition of Cardinals, 
the indirect and illegal Ways ſome have uſed to 
obtain the Supream Chair, has leſſen' d, either the 
Church's legitimate Authority, or cauſed her to be 
leſs rever'd and. obey'd by. thoſe who acknowledge.

II. Another Conſideration which occurs is, that 
che greater Number of theſe Antipopes were but a 
little while poſſeſs'd of their uſurp'd Power in Pre- 
Judice of the true Chief Paſtors, and generally were 
rejected by tlie far greater as well as the better Part 
of the Faithful, Who alher d to their lawful Supream 

Paſtor. 

This continual Succeſſion of Chief Paſtors in the 
Hol v SRE is a good and ſufficient Proof of the 
Orthedoxy of that See, and of her being ordai'd 
by Cixz1sT to be the Center of Unity among Chri- 
ſtians, as Members of his Church. This alone had 
ſo much Force in it, in the Judgment of the Great 
St. Auguſtine, that he, more than once, - uſes it as 
a convincing Argument againſt the Donati!

Differences in Diſpute among Chriſtians. If

nally all Diſputes. If he has. promiſed this. 
Judge his continual Aſſiſtance to lead and 
guide it into all Truth, ſo as never to fall 
into Error nor at any Time ceaſe to be Or- 
thodox, in Doctrines relating to the Faith 
once deliver'd to the Saints, by which the 
Salvation of Chriſtians may be endanger' d,, 
whoever truſts. to ſuch a Guide, whoever 
ſubmits to the Deciſion of ſuch a Judge, is- 
ſure of not being led into any Error. Such. 
a Guide, ſuch a Judge, is the Church whom 
our Blefled Saviour has commanded us to- 
hear and obey. That the Church is Infal-- 
lible, and conftantly directed by the unerring 
. Spirit of GoDp in all her Deciſions con- 
cerning Faith, will undeniably appear from... 
the following Paflages of Holy Scripture. 
- The Redeemer ſhall. come to Sion, and to 
them that turn from Tranſgreſſion, ſaith the- 
Lord; as for me, this is my Covenant with 
them, ſaith the Lord ; my Spirit that is upon 
thee, and my Words which I have put in thy. 
Mauth, ſhall nat depart out of thy Mouth, 
nor cut of the Mouth of. thy Seed, nor out of 
\ the Mouth of thy Seeds Seed, ſaith the Lord, 
rom henceforth and for ever. Iſa, c. lix. v. 
20, 21. 
In the ſixtieth Chapter of the ſame Pro- 


phet,. after Gop had told. the. Church that

The glorious Promiſes here made, Pro- 


teſtants themſelves allow to belong to the 


Chriſtian Church, nor can theſe Promiſes 
mean any thing elſe but her perpetual Viſi- 
bility, and Infallibility in directing all who. 


come to her to be taught the Law of the 


Lord. This Infallible Spirit, to direct us into 
all Truth, 4 ſtill more fully and more copi- 


ouſly expreſs'd in the New Teſtament by the 
Mouth of Jeſus Chriſt himſelf, who ſays: 


Upon this Rock I will build my Church, and 


the Gates of Hell ſhall net prevail againſt 
it. St. Matth. c. xvi. v. 18. This Text is 
ſo full for the Church's Infallibility, that 


nothing but the greateſt and moſt wilful 


Prejudice can call it into Queſtion. If the 

Church can, or has fallen into capital Errors, 
it is evident the Gates of Hell may and have 
prevail'd againſt her, and conſequently Chriſt, 


tho' Truth itſelf has not been true to his ; 
Promiſe, to ſuppoſe which, is Jittle leſs than

All theſe Texts of Scripture evidently prove 
the Church to be always guided. by the un- 
erring Spirit of God, and that ſhe ſhall 
never fall into capital Errors. And in this 
Senſe theſe Texts are underſtood by the Holy 
Fathers and Writers of the Primitive Ages. 
As will appear by their own Words in the 
following Citations.

This great Saint Ep. clxvi. Left any one 
might think the Church in Danger of being 
led into Error by evil Paſtors, ſays, Gop 
makes his People ſecure with regard to evil 
Governors, leſt upon their Account the Chair 
of wholſome Doctrine ſhould be forſaken, 
in which even the Evil are conftrain'd to 
deliver true Things. For they are not their

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own Things which they ſay, but Gon” 8, 
who has placed the Doctrine of Truth in 
the Chair of Unity. 
Vincentius Tyrinenſis in his Work againſt 
all Hereſies. Commonit. i. e. 32. The Church 
of Chriſt, as a diligent and faithful Preſerver 
of Doctrines depoſited with her, never changes 
any thing in them; ſhe retrenches nothing, 
ſhe adds nothing; ſhe neither parts with 
what is neceſſary, nor takes up what is ſu- 
perfluous: She neither loſes what is her own, 
nor uſurps what is not her own. 
From theſe Paſſages of the Holy and Pri- 
mitive Fathers, and more might be added, 
it is evident they did think the Church Se 
fallible, and to be always guided and aſſiſted 
by the Spirit of Truth, preſerving her from 
Error, conſequently ſhe can never ſtand in 
need of any Reformation in her Faith.

St. EPIPHANIUS (n)] in Ancoratu. v. 

Tells us, 
that by the Gates of Hell are meant Here- 
fies and Hereſiarchs. 
The fame does St. Auguſtin in his Pſalm: 
againſt the Donati/ts, where he calls the 


Gates of Hell; Hell's proud Gates. Theſe 


Citations. clearly prove in what Senſe the 
Primitive Fathers. underſtood thoſe Words: 
The Gates of Hell ſhall not prevail againſt it. 

And ſhould it be allow'd that the Gates 
of Hades the Greek Word for Hell in this 
Place, means no more than Death, ſurely 
the Promiſe of Preſervation muſt mean not 
only Corporal, but alſo Spiritual Death, and 


how can the Church be ſaid to be alive to. 


Chriſt, which by damnable Errors and No- 
latry is feparated from him? So that in this 
Conſtruction, a Promiſe of Infallibility, or 
being preſerved from deadly Errors. is here 
made by Chrift to his Church.

SECT. I. PRooFs from SCRIPTURE. 


| HAT the Church of Chriſt is but 
| one, is expreſs'd in the Nicene Creed, 
- where we profeſs to believe, One 
Holy Catbolict and Apoſtolick Church. It is 
by this Un:ty,' or being One, that the true 
Catholick Church is diſtinguiſh'd from all 
ſeparate Congregations, diſagreeing and con-- 
demning one another, which Unity conſiſts 
in all the Members of the Church profeſſing 
one and the ſame Faith, partaking of the 
fame Holy Sacraments, and obeying all one 
Authority, or Supream Spiritual Head, But 
this Union of Faith, and living in one Com- 
munion being diametrically oppoſite to the. 
Diviſions, and Sub-diviſions, the almoſt in- 
numerable different Secs of Proteſtants, and 
a convincing Proof that they are no Parts of 
the Catholick Church of Chriſt, to ſave 
their Credit, and to teconcile their Profeſ- 
ſion of one Church with ſo many different. 
N of ns they are obliged to 
have: 
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have Recourſe to, and ſhelter themſelves 
under a new invented Scheme of Church 
Unity.. That is to admit all 'and every dif- 
ferent Se& of Chriſtians into the Pale of the 
Church, and by this comprehenſive Latitu- 
Angries-Unity to make up one Church, of 
Members profeſſing and holding Tenets con- 
tradictory to one another, writing againſt 
and condemning each other. How contrary 
this Syſtem is both to Scripture and to all 
Antiquity will evidently appear by conſult- 
ing, without Prejudice, the Word of Gop, 
and what the Holy Fathers of all Ages have 
deliver'd on this Head, who never allow'd 
any Body of Chriſtians to belong to, or to 
be a Part of Chriſt's Church, who ſeparated 
themſelves from the fork of that great 
Body of the Faithful, who alone in all Ages 
bore the glorious Title of CAT HOLIck, and 
who were always join'd in the Communion 
and Profeſſion of one Faith. For Proof of 
this Aſſertion, and that the true Church of 
Chriſt is but one, of but one and one only 
Communion, that Hereticks and Schiſma- 
ticks are no Part-of the Church of Chriſt, 
the following Texts of Scripture are plain 
and convincing,

Fair as the 
Moon, clear as the Sun, terrible as an Army 
with Banners. | 
In the New Teſtament Chriſt ſays, St. John 
£..X. v. 16. Other Sheeh I have which are 
not of this Fold, them atfo I muſt bring, and 
#bey ſhall hear my Vaice, and there Jars * 
one Fold and one Shepherd. 

Our Bleſſed Saviour the Night 650 his 
Paſſion pray'd for his Diſciples that they 
all might be one. Neither pray I for them 
alone, ſays he, but for thoſe alſo that ſhall 
believe in me through their Word that they all 
may le one. St. Fohn c. xvii. v. 20, 21. 

St. Paul deſcribes the Unity of the Church 
in the cleareſt Terms when he ſays: There 
is one Body and one Spirit, as you are call d, 
in one hope of your calling, one Lord, one 
Faith, one Baptiſm. Epbeſ. c. iv. v. 4, 5. 
And in his Epiſtle to the Romans c. xii. v. 5. 
| * being many, are one Body in Chriſt, and 
every. 
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every one Members one: of another. But can 


this be any ways applied with the leaſt Sha- 
dow of, Fruth to the Notion of a Church 
which is compounded of ſo many different 
Sects jarring and in a continual Conflict one 


with another. 
The ſame Apoſtle has theſe a 


Words, Romans c. xvi. v. 17. I beſeech you, 
Brethren, to mark thoſe who cauſe Diviſions 


and Scandals, contrary to the Doctrine you 
have learn'd, and avoid them. 

St. John, ſpeaking of thoſe who ſeparated 
from the Church, calls them Antichriſts, and 
ſays, They went out from us, but they were not 
of us For if they had been of us they would 
doubtleſs have continued with us. St. John. 


I Ep. c. ii. v. 19. 


Laſtly, it is the Advice of St. Paul to his 
Diſciple Titius. c. iii: v. 10. A Man that is 


an Heretich, after the firſt and ſecond Admo- 


nition, rej ect, knowing that he that is ſuch, 
is ſubverted and ſinneth, being ſelf-condenm'd. 
This is confonant to what our Saviour ſays. 
Matth. c. xviii. v. 17. If he neglect to hear 
the Church, let him be to thee as a Heathen 
and a Publican. 

By theſe Paſſages of Holy Scripture, the

nion there is no Salvation. So far were theſe 
Holy and Learned Writers from the mo- 
dern reform*d Latitudinarian Notions of one 
Church, compoſed of many different Sects 
ſeparately teaching, and mutually condemn- 
ing one another, This abſurd Notion of 
Unity, or of One Church is the Product of 
latter Ages, a Child' of the Reformation, a

They have endeavour'd 
to deſtroy this Claim by all the Means their 
Learning join'd with Wit and Prejudice 
could inſpire them with. They have not 
been wanting to calumniate and miſrepre- 
ſent the Catholick Doctrine in this Point, 
und to give the moſt frightful Notions. and 
Tdeas of it. The common People have. been 
often told, from Pulpit and Preſs, that Rome 
was Babylon; the Pope the Scarlet Whore, 
drunk with the Blood of the Saints; Anti- 
.chriſt; the Beaſt in the Revelations with 


even Heads and ten Horns, Such Epithets 
K o = 
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"have been liberally beſtow d upon that Holy 
See, to which this Nation owes its Conver> 
ion to the Chriſtian F aith, and which King 
172 I. candidly acknowledged to be our 
other Church. The Motives which cauſed 
Ki ng Henry VIII. to throw off this Spiritual 
2 of the Pope, and declare himſelf 
Supream Head of the Church are too well 
known; and need not here be mention'd. 
This Spiritual Supremacy of the Succeſſors 
of St. Peter, is what Catholicks think them 
"elves bound to acknowledge and maintain, 
as grounded upon Scripture, confirm'd by 
the Sentiments and Practice of Antiquity, 
which evidently appears by the Writings of 


the Fathers in the early Ages of the Church,

Supremacy, of the Biſhop of Rome, à chi- 
merical Prerogative and the moſt impudent At- 
| Yempt that has ever been made ; And. aſſerts, 
that it was utterly unknown to the Chri- 
ftian World during the three firſt Centuries. 
Poſitive Aſſertions may paſs, with ſome, for 
convincing Proofs, and ſome Writers may 
be ſo vain as to think every one ought to 
believe what they ſay or write, without fur- 
ther Enquiry. But as theſe Gentlemen don't 
pretend to Infallibility, they may be miſtaken 
in this Point: And the following Teſtimo- 
nies from Scripture and the Holy Fathers 
will, I believe, ſhew -that there is as little 
Truth, as Charity and Chriſtian Moderation 
in ſuch virulent Invectives againſt their Mo- 


ther Church. 


S .t. Matth. c. xvi. v. 18. Chriſt ſays to 

St. Peter : Thou art a Rack, and upon this 
"Rock I will build my Church, &c. To thee 
will I give the Keys of the Kingdom of Heaven, 
c. Chriſt here declares, St. Peter a Rock, 
and that upon him he would build his Church. 
i. e. upon his Perſon. His Faith, or Con- 
feſſion was the occaſional Cauſe why Chriſt 
| calld 
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call'd him a Rock and made him that Pro- 
miſe. And when ſometimes the Fathers. 
apply this Text to St. Peter's Faith,. they 
interpret the Text in the myſtical or cauſal 
meaning of it, which is not deſtructive of, 
nor does it deny the literal and natural Senſe: 
of it, 

St. Luke c. xxii. v. 31, 32. Simon, Simons, 
behold Satan hath deſired to have thee, —— 
But I bave pray d for thee, that thy Faith 
fail not, and when thou art converted confirm 

thy Brethren. As a Charge of confirming 
others denotes ſomething of Superiority, the 
Engliſh Proteſtant Tranſlators thought proper 
to render it, /trengthen thy Brethren. It was 
their Intereſt to avoid any Word, or Ex 
preſſion that might intimate any Primacy i in 
St. Peter over the other Apoſtles. ; 
St. John c. xxi. v. 15, 16, 17. Our Sa- 
viour having ask'd St. Peter if he loved him 
more, than did the other Apoſtles, and he 
replying: Lord thou knoweſt all things; thou 
knoweſt that I love thee. Chriſt anſwer'd 
him: Feed my Lambs, feed my Sheep. By. 
this Paſtoral Commiſſion three times repeated, 
if .is plain our, Bleſſed Lord did give. to 
St. Peter. the Care, of his whole Flock both 
Sheep and Lambs. i. e. of his whole Church, 
both Paſtors and People. And in this 
Reſpect the other Apoſtles. were ſubject 
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to St. Peter. No one I believe will ſay 
the Apoſtles then preſent were not Chriſt's. 
Sheep, to fay ſo, is. to "uy oy were no. 
Chriſtians. 

To this may be added, that the Evangelif 
in giving the Names of the Twelve Apoſtles, 
fays: Now the Names of the Twelve Apoſtles 
are theſe; the firſt Simon who is cal d Peter. 
St. Matth. c. x. v. 2. It is certain St. Peter 
was not the firſt Diſciple of the Twelve, 
nor the oldeſt Man. St. Andrew was his 
elder Brother, and call'd to be a Diſciple 
before him. So that he being reckon'd the 
Firft muſt imply more than a Primacy of 
Place or Precedence, and ſignifies a Primacy 
of Order and Juriſdiction, and in this Senſe 
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N the next Age after the Apoſtles, St. Ire. 
neus Lib. iii. c. 3. ſpeaking of the Ro- 
man Church, ſays: To this Church, by

HFoly See of Rome holds the Government of 
all the Churches in the World. 

St. PROSPER (r) in his Dogmatick Poem 
againſt the Semipelagians calls Rome the See 
of Peter which being made to the World 
the Head of Paſtoral Dignity, rules by Re- 
ligion, all that which ſhe poſſeſſes not by 
her Arms. The ſame ſays St. LEO (A) 
Serm. de S. S. Petro & Paulo. This Holy

profitable to invocate them after an humble 
manner, and to have Recourſe to their Prayers, 
Aid and Aſfiflance, to obtain of GOD bis 
+ Benefits through our Lord Jeſus Chriſt his Son. 
Seſſ. xxv. This Doctrine is grounded upon 
three Principles drawn from Scripture, from 
which the Lawfulneſs of deſiting the Saints 
to pray for us, — to be a neceſſary Con- 
ſequence.
